merce aduiiicn 2t Broadway and Pine 
etreet. 

To the physical courage of the men 
who are sent down, one at a time, to 
delve in the face of death #0 feet below 
the surface of Broadway, must be add- 
ed sound lungs, strong hearts and 
quick wits. Every moment vf their 
labors far below the helping hands of 
their fellows will be a test for each 
faculty of body and brain. 

The men whom the company will put 
at this work will be brought to St. 
Louis from other cities—most of them 
from New York, where they have 
learned their hazardous trade. For ex- 
perience is the price of whatever safe- 
ty can be assured in the midst of so 
Many dangers. 

The thing called ‘‘caisson”’ in this in- 
stance will be a circular tube of steel, 
shaped like a cartridge shell, six téet 

jn diameter. Its edges wit’ be sharp, 

so that under the weight of concrete 
- which will be poured into this tube it 

*wi.l cut its way through the clay and 

sand to bedrock. 

Into this larger tube will be sunk a 
smaller one—30 inches in diameter—just

VANCOUVER, B. C., Sept. 9.—Follow- 
ing a riot here early Saturday evening, 
in which Chinatown and the Japanese 
quarters were raided and damage done 
approximating $15,000, a further demon- 
stration occurred in which Kicki Yire 
Ishii, Chief of the Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce and head of the Japanese 
and Consul Saburo 
Kisamidzu, both of Seattle, were the 
central figures. A number of persons 
were bruised and injured by broken bot- 
tles and flying brickbats in the hands of 
a frenzied mob. Baron Jahii and Con- 
sul Sisamidzu finally made their escape 
through the mob and the affair was 
immediately cabled to Tokio. 
Coincident with the riot was the ar- 
rival of a steamship having on board 
at least 300 Japanese.

The piers on which work will be start- 
ed in the next few days will be 130 feet 
high, with 70 feet of their length below 
the low-water mark. They will be of 
Bedford stone, with conerete backing 
and granite facings. 

The bridge will have three parallel 
roadways, one for electric trolley cars, 
one for wagons and one for foot passen- 
gers. It will not be used by steam rail- 
ways.

A Coroner's jury returned a 
verdict of homicide, inquest 
into the death of Christopher Kelly Jr., 
who was stabbed four times Friday 


night by his father, Christopher Kelly. 

The verdict stated that young Kelly 
came to his death from knife wounds 
inflicted by his father, ‘“‘while the son 
was threatening the ¢lder Kelly with 
a chair.”’ It neglected to draw any con- 
clusion of self-defense from this state- 
ment, and thus held the father for the 
grand jury. 

Declines to Tell Story. 

Although nearly all the witnesses were 
relatives of the dead youth, not one 
had a good word to say for him in 
testifying. All agreed in describing his 
violent temper, bad habits and frequenr 
threats to injure his father. 

Mis. Mary Kelly, mother of the deat 
youth, who has been prostrated at her 
home, 8316 Thekla avenue, from. the 
shock of seeing her husband kill her 
son and from beholding a vision of his 


playing golf on Chicago links. 

He was brought back home and 
seemed to recover from the accident. A 
relapse came and he died at 7:30 a. m. 
Saturday. 

Doctor Called Sept. 2. 

Dr. John M. Grant of Taylor avenue 
and Washington boulevard, who issued 
the death certificate and gave the cause 
of death as cystitis, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday morning that 
he was first called to the young man’s 
home by Mrs. Lemen on the morning 
of Sept. 2. 

He said he gave Matthews. a Ilo- 
cal treatment and told him that he 
would return the next day, telling him 
that he needed medical attention badly. 

He said that before he could return 
to the house the next day he recelved 
a telephone message from the young 
man’s relatives, telling him not to come 
as it would not be necessary. 

He was told, he said, that the young 
man and his relatives were Christian 
Scientists and did not attempt to call 
on young Matthews again. 

At 7 o'clock Saturday morning Dr. 
Grant said he was called to .the home 
and told that the young man seemed to 
be dying. He was dead when he got 
there, Dr. Grant said. 

The physician was not told of the golf 
ball incident and treated Matthews the 
one time he visited fim for cystitis, is- 
suing the certificate on that treatment. 

Members of roung Matthews’ family 
say that the injury from the golf ball 


must have been the primary cause of 
his death.

Lemoine W. Matthews, namesake of 
the late Dr. Lemoine, well-known St. 
Louis physician who died several years 
ago, was the only son of Mrs. W. C. 
Lemen. He was born and reared in 
St. Louis, attending the Stoddard, Pope 
and Central High Schools. 

He had recently taken a position as 
city salesman for the De Camp Coal 
and Fuel Co. and was fast making 
friends in the business, as he had made 
chums at school. 

He was the grandson of Mrs. 
E. D. Andrews and nephew of 
Miss Isabella M. Andrews, instructor 
in the Central High School. Mrs. Rolla 
Bruce and Mrs. C. F. Harrison are 
also aunts of the young man, 

Former schoo)! friends and friends of 
the famiiy flocked to the home Sunday 
afternoon, shocked at the unexpected 
news of the young man’s death. Beau- 
tiful floral tributes filled the parlor 
where the body lay in the floral-decked 
coffin. 

A Christian Scientist. 

Members of the family said Sunday 
that ‘the young man was a firm be- 
liever in Christian Science doctrines, 
as they all were, and that he had de- 
clined to have a physician called to 
the very last.

This disease is ascribed ‘to the con- 
gestion and inflammation due to heavy 
pressure and high temperature on tlie 
vital organs.. In compressing air heat 
ig generated. Thus, under 20 pounls 
pressure, the worker’s temperature 
might, reach 100 degrees. A grenter 
pressure “would mean 4 higher Ltemnper- 
ature. Coming back to air of normal 
density and temperature from the 
stifling depths of a caisson, the worker's 
body would yield its heat so quickly that 
congestion would follow. The contrac- 
tion of muscles and the inflammation of 
organs produce the ‘doubling’ and pain 
which constitute the ‘‘bends.”’ 

Fed on Bean Soup. 
To counteract the effects of this 
rapid loss of bodily heat workers in 
caissons where the temperature and 
pressure are inordinately high are fed 
bean soup at once on their return to 
normal conditions. This food, it is said, 
Supplies both warmth and nourishment 
that are imperative. 
Wages paid to men who face death 
in caissons is very high. Hundreds of 
those who worked in the tunnel un- 
der Bast River, New York, received $30 
tor a day of not more than five or six 
hours all told. From that figure to $10 
is frequently paid them. Those who 
will be brought to work h¢re for Stew- 
art & Co. will be liberally rewarded, 
according to members of the firm.

MORGAN CHASES 
EXPRESS TRAN 


Financier Travels Twelve Miles in 
16 Minutes in Auto to Catch 
Car He Missed.

PITTSFIELD, Mages., Sept. 9.—J. Pier- 
pont Morgan broke some records yes- 
terday in auto speeding. He had missed 
the ‘“‘Millionaires’ Express’’ for New 
York and chased it for 12 miles, which 
he accomplished in 16 minutes. » Mr. 
Morgan has been staying with a party 
of friends who have been spending a 
few days with Charles Lanier at the 
latter’s Lenox esiate. 

As if was necessary for Mr. Morgan 
to be in New York this morning, he de- 
cided to take the millionaires’ express 
on the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railway from Pittsfield. He en- 
teréd Mr. Lanier’s $15,000 machine and 
drove to Pittsfield, reaching the station 
just as the train passed out of sight 
around a curve. Mr. Morgan was much 
annoyed and Station Agent Gleason 
was asked to wire to Lee to have the 
train held. This he agreed to do, and 
the race after the train began. 

The automobile traversed the streets 
of Pittsfield at an alarmingly high rate 
of speed, but when the open country 
Was reached the real race began. A 
fine State highway covers the entire 12 
miles from Pittsfield to Lee, passing 
through the town of Lenox, where there 
is a “trap,”’ with watchful officers on 
guard. The big car flew over the 
Smooth road, attaining a speed close 
to sixty miles an hour. No attention 
was paid to the Lenox “‘trap,’’ although 
the speed was diminished going through 
the town. The automobile covered the 
distance to Lee in 16 minutes and found 
the train waiting, having been held only 
a minute.

Lilbum G. McNair Says European 
Countries Are Models for 
United States.

Lilburn G. McNair, real estate oper- 
ator, who has just returned from Eu- 
rope, believes that the system there of 
regulating the amount of- stocks and 
bonds issued by a railroad does more 
to protect the public than all the legis- 
lation has accomplished in the United 
States. 

I hadd a great trip abroad and met 
many charming people, both foreigners 
and Americans,’’ said Mr. McNair. *‘The 
money rates of the world are higher 
than they have been, and Europeans do 
not at this time look with much favor 
on American: securities. Still they are 
willing to make some kind of invest- 
ments, and my trip was satisfactory. 

“The money value of our farm prod- 
ucts is greater than ever before, and 
I see we are already doing some eport- 
ing which is very encouraging—Europe 
needs our farm products. 

‘Prices in Wall street necessarily ef- 
fect the whole country to some extent, 
but not so much as formerly. The en- 
forced liquidation was brought on by the 
irregularities committed, which  de- 
stroved confidence, and good securities 
suffered along with the bad. In s2sme 
of the European countries the issues of 
bonds and stocks on railroads is regu- 
lated. This is the greatest prote:ctis= 
that can be given the public and far 
more reaching in its effect than all the 
railroad iegislation ever effected in this 
country. $f a commission composed of 
experienced, practical and broad-minded 
men were appointed to supervise, ap- 
prove and regulate the issue of rallroad 
securities and to see that such issues 
are in accordance with legitimate re- 
quirements with the view of encourag- 
ing rather than hampering the railroads 
in making extensions. improvements and 
betterments, it. would be a boon to the 
investor, merchant, manufacturer, farm- 
er and all others, and would go very 
far towards making them all partners 
in the general development of our coun- 
try. The railroads themselves are al- 
ways the pioneers. 

Faith in Real Estate. 

“It is quite common to hear Wall 
street people lay the blame of the pres- 
ent trouble to the so-called real estate 
boom, but they are mistaken. The peo- 
ple have quit buying their stocks and 
bonds because they have no confidence 
in them and do not know what they 
are getting. They prefer to buy some- 
thing they can see, and they have con- 
fidence in the growth of all our large 
cities.. 

“Railroad bonds at the start are usu- 
ally issued in amounts largely in excess 
of the cost of construction and they 
generally keep on issuing them in some 
form or other while real estate loans 
(now preferred by most of the largest 
insurance companies to all other forms 
of investment) are secured by a first 
mortgage upon real estate on a basis 
of about 60 Der cent of its actual valu- 
ation. 

“New York 4% per cent bonds wil]! be 
taken over @t @ small premium by a 
syndicate in which foreigners will be 
interested, I think, for Mr. Metz, Comp- 
troller, was abroad. Boston 4 per cent 
bonds are being sold over the country 
at par. Merchants are buying in New 
York, and doing so with confidence, and 
I am told they are doing so here. View- 
ing the situation calmly, it does not 
seem that anything disastrous will oc- 
cur, though retrenchment may be neces- 
sary in some directions and doubtless 
some contemplated work may be post- 
poned until mney conditions are more 
favorable.

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CHEAPER GAS FOR ST. LOUIS. 
When consumers in a dozen other great cities 
are clamoring for relief from gas rates of 85 cents 
and under, which they regard as extortionate, it 
is time for the people of St. Louis to wake up and 
demand a reduction from a dollar rate, or $1.10. 
The demand for gas at a reasonable rate is a 
demand of right. The right of regulating the 
prices of public utilities is conferred by express 
law. The last Legislature put it on the statutes 
and it is now in force. 
It has been amply demonstrated in investiga- 
tions carried on in other cities that gas can be 
made and distributed at a cost of less than fifty | 
cents. St. Louis pays double the cost for its gas. 
What is a fair price to pay for anything can 
be determined best by a reference to cost and sell- 
ing price. ‘That is the only way of getting at 
the reasonable price to be paid for a public util- 
ity. The best service at the least reasonable 
price is the demand of municipal intelligence, and 
it is hizh time for the people of St. Louis to take 
the intelligent course.

Steel preferred opened % down and 
the first half dozen quotations showed 
gains above the finals of Saturday. The 
common opened \% off and also took an 
up turn on the early quotations. — 

The opening and the first half hour 
showed not very active trading, and 
many of the leading rail issues were 
not yet open at the end of the first 
quarter hour Reading was among the 
few thigh openers; St. Paul was another, 
but the gains were in the smell frac- 
tions. 

The best commission house opinion 
agrees that the London lower opening 
today was not in response to any in- 
fluence from this side. Some irregu- 
larity is expected today, and perhaps 
lower prices will rule. The financial 
situativun both at home and abroad 
held to be improving and some of the 
market authorities go so far as to an- 
ticipate a betterment in stock murket 
prices in advance of any marked im- 
provement in the bond market. This is 
because good stocks are so cheap—that 
is, good 6 and 7 per cent stocks; they 
demand the attention of the investor 
equally to the bonds, which bear th: 
regulation 4 to 5 per cent return. 

The first half hcur of the market 
showed no marked increase in transac- 
tions from the opening. While some in- 
erease in domestic interest rates may 
come during the weck, such an out- 
come would not injure the stock market. 
Arrangements for the payment of the 
second installment of Union Pacific con- 
vertible bonds have been perfected, and 
no difficulty will be met in that direc- 
tion. Half-point gains all around were 
recorded in the leading stock prices at 
the end of the first half hour.

World’s shipments of wheat were 11,058,- 
000 bu, against 8,774,000 bu last week and 
9,776,000 bu a year ago. The amount of 
wheat and flour on ocean passage is 
reported at 30,132,000 bu, against 27,666,- 
000 bu last week and 27,624,000 bu a year 
ago. 

Frost was reported all along the Ca- 
nadian line, and was said to have been 
heavy in some of the largest wheat rais- 
ing regions of the country. North Da- 
kota also reported liberal frosts and tem- 
peratures both in Canada and our North- 
west are now very low. The present 
weather, from a study of the official 
weather map anc supplementary Gov- 
ernment reports, promises heavy frosts 
for tonight, and it was predicted that 
frost will come as far south as Des 
Moines. Very little threshing is being 
done in the spring wheat belt, and re- 
ceipts of both new and old wheat at the 
Northwestern market were again very 
light. The cash demand there continues 
good and shipments large and stocks of 
epring wheat are still decreasing. Ex- 
port bids were again plentiful, but 
offerings have about dried up and little 
wheat was marked. There were numer- 
ous bids from Continental Europe at 
about Saturday’s prices, and exporters 
on this side were offering wheat at an 
advance of %c. A good quantity of 
wheat continues to be moved from the 
interior to the seaboard, but despite the 
strong export demand, little wheat was 
worked for abroad. Canada also report- 
ed a strong demand from abroad. The 
movement of winter wheat to the West- 
ern markets continues heavy, and ship- 
ments are also liberal, and stocks con- 
tinue to make moderate increases. 
Threshing reports from the winter fields 
were, on the whole, satisfactory, though 
rather too cold weather and scattered 
showers were complained of. 

The tone of the local market was easy 
throughout, though several temporary 
rallies were made. The lower Liverpool 
cables, a large increase in the stocks 
of wheat afloat, unexpectedly large 
shipments from Russia, over 2,800,000 bu, 
and the heavy total shipments from 
surplus coutrftes were the influences 
causing the quite long Hquidation. The 
sentiment in the pit was bearish, and 
though it was thought that any large- 
sized buying orders would have caused 
sharp advance, the demand was not 
forthcoming and the close was prac- 
tically at the day’s low point. 

December wheat opened 4%@%éc lower,
